“Adam God” Is Dead 
After Dancing Jig 


JOPLIN, Mo., March 11—(AP)— 
James Sharp, 89, self-styled “Adam 
God” who said he would never die 
and who once led a “fanatics” riot 
in which five persons were killed, 
died following a heart attack Staur- 
day after doing a jig Friday to 
prove his “youth.” 

Sharp who professed a hatred 
for the law and it officers, led the 
famous “Adam God” riot in Kansas | 
City’s streets in 1908. He had lived 
in virtual seclusion at Joplin since 
hiy release from the Missouri peni- 
tentiary in 1923, 

Shouting: “I am Adam God, fath- 
er of Jesus Christ.” Sharp flourish- 
ing a revolver and a knife, led a 
group of followers in a march on 
police headquarters. En route Sharp 
shouted: “we'll show these sheep 
thieves, We'll sing in front of the 
station; let them dare to stop the 
father of Jesus Christ.” 

A POLICE LIEUTENANT order- 
ed Sharp to drop his weapons. Louis 
Fratt, a member of Sharp's band, 
shot aiid wounded the officer. An 
exchange of gunfire killed Pratt, | 
two patrolmen, a bystander and 
Pratt's daughter, Lulu, 12, one of 
several singers in the religious sect.

Accused Denies | 


Guilt Before 
Military Court

WINNIPEG, Mat@ 11—(CP)—A 
plea of “nét guilty’ was entered 
today by Cpl. (A.-Sgt.) John Hugh 
Harvey, Royal Army Medical 
Corps, when he answered a man- 
slaughter charge before an all- 
British general court martial at 
Fort Osborne Barracks here. 

THE MANSLAUGHTER charge 
arises from the death of a Can- 
adian soldier, Pte. John Friesen of 
the Winnipeg Grenadiers, who died 
in a prisoner-of-war camp at Ocy- 
ama, Japan, about Feb. 2, 1944.

NUERNBERG, March 11—(AP)—Hitler's mind underwent a change 
after his 1940 conquest of France and he became “abnormal,” Field Mar- 
shal Gen. Erhard Milch, former chief of the Luftwaffe, testified before 
the international military tribunal today. 

“HITLER WAS NOT THE SAME. There was some change,” Milch | 
said under cross-examination by Prosecutor Robert H. Jackson. ; 

“What he did then was contrary to what he said before,” the wit- 
ness asserted. “We could not consider this normal.” 

Asked if he told anyone else of his suspicion concerning the Fueh- 
rer’s mentality, Milch replied: “If 1 had I would have been shot im- 
mediately.” 

MILCH SAID THE LUFTWAFFE was caught short at the outbreak 
of the war in 1939 because Goering, his immediate superior, had ordered 
in 1937 that the building of four-engined night bombers be discontinued. 

Prior to 1937, he said, the production of these bombers was well 
under way, but the air staff recommended their discontinuance because 
“they believed expenditures could be spared since no one was figuring 
on a war at that time.” 

GOERING APPROVED THE recommendation, Milch added, and 
“as a result there were no bombers available in 1939 which were design- 
ed for night attacks.”

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Investment Racketeering 


If the efforts of the Investment Dealers’ 
Association of Canada, three officials of 
which have just been in Edmonton in the 
course of a trip across Canada, can contrib- 
ute to the elimination of stock and bond 
racketeering in this country, the public will 
have high occasion to wish them Godspeed 
in their task. 

The object of the national campaign -in 
which these officials are engaged is stated 
to be the protection of the interests of the 
Canadian investor, It cannot be denied that 
the Canadian investor needs some pretty 
high class protecting. 

It is true that racketeering, particularly 
in mining stocks, has been centralized during 
the past year in Ontario, where even now a 
supreme court judge, sitting as a security 
and frauds commissioner, is completing an 
investigation. But it is equally true that 
there is no way of telling just how exten- 
sively the ramifications of the swindle have 
extended into the west. 

It is important, then, that the public be 
thoroughly educated and constantly warned 
in regard to dangers that lie in investments 
which do not have the approval of men and 
institutions of proven integrity. 

A campaign of this kind should be de- 
signed and doubtless is designed not only to 
protect the individual from the rapacity of 


scoundrels and equally from his own folly, | 


but also to protect the good name of Can- 
adian industry in the international invest- 
ments fields. 

Until Ontario took drastic steps to check 
the mining stock racketeering epidemic, this 
country came in for some sharp criticism 
abroad, 

All forces which have as their purpose 
the guaranteed soundness of Canadian busi- 
ness are performing a useful job, not only in 
protecting the public but in destroying fac- 
tors which operate against production. 
What is at Stake 

United States railways are operating to- 
day only because President Truman stepped 
in to appoint a fact-finding commission and 
postpone the strike that was to start this 
morning. Cross-nation telephone systems are 
only working because a rush settlement was 
made @ifteen minutes before the tie-up was 
to take place. The General Motors plants are 
Still idle, as they have been for 110 days. 

Disregarding a score or more of local and 
regional deadlocks, these were the outstand- 
ing features and incidents in the industrial 
scene in the United States last week. The 
week was typical, rather than exceptional, 
in the number of stoppages, the numbers of 
people directly concerned, and the effects 
upon production. 

In Canada the situation was not so bad. 
There are no threats of imminent paralysis 
of any nation-wide or nationally important 
industry. Looking backward, in January 
there were 12 strikes in the Dominion, in- 
volving more than 19,000 workers, and 20,- 
593 man-days were lost. The time loss was 
eight per cent of that during December. 

Comparisons are said to be “odious”. 
But they are not necessarily so, Canadians 
are certainly not entitled to do any boasting 
because our industrial affairs are running 
more smoothly than those of our neighbors. 
This is not due to our superior virtues; cir- 
cumstances have a good deal to do with it, 
and-sheer luck also plays a part. 

But we have cause to be thankful that 
production is going on in Canada with few 
interruptions, and also cause genuinely to 
regret that this is not the case beyond the 
international boundary. For the world needs 
today, as it never needed before, the greatest 
amounts of food, clothing and shelter that it 
is possible to produce; and an incalculable 
number and vast amounts of near-essentials 
and conveniences. 

Whoever cares that human beings are in 
wayt, or cares even that this continent is not 
producing wealth in keeping with its re- 
sources, is bound to be deeply concerned 
when the wheels of production are stopped 
anywhere—no matter what the cause of the 


stoppage. Right now whole nations, battered, | 


bruised, bankrupt, are staggering through 
destitution into famine. 


The Real Cause of “Fear” 


Mr. Coldwell thinks Mr. Churchill's plea 
that the United States and the British Com- 
monwealth should stand openly together for 
their mutual safety indicates a “fear” that 
the United Nations Organization will fail.

Too Much Credence Should Not Be Given to Rumors Based 
on U.S, State Secretary's Reputed Liberal 
Attitude Toward Moscow

Former Secretary of State Cor- 
|dell Hull largely owed the suc- 
cess of his foreign policy to the 
close relationship which he had 
with the Foreign Relations com- 
mittee of the Senate. He used to 
see them regularly once a week 
and made them privy to the State 
Department's most jealously guard- 
ed secrets. This policy paid big 
dividends and did much to raise 
America’s foreign policy above the 
arena of party politics. Edward 
Stettinius Jr, when he became 
Secretary of State, continued this 
sensible practice. 

Byrnes, however, when he took 
over the State Department, tempor- 
arily discontinued these weekly 
meetings. He did not, in fact, meet 
the Foreign Relations committee 
until the eve of his departure for 
Moscow last December. Then, at a 
meeting with eight of its members, 
he was very frank and, in particu- 
lar, told them the proposals he was 
going to make in Moscow on the 
question of the atom bomb. 

The eight Senators, four Repub- 
licans and four Democrats, were
